DUCK SEASON OPENS DEC. 6. 


Ducks are reported on the way 
south for the duck season that 
opens on Thursday December 6. I 
have had many reports that there 
seems to be a lot of wood ducks 
this year. 

Lewis Bays, waterfowl biologist 
for the Game and Fish Commis- 
sion, reports that there are a lot 
of ducks of all types on the Grena- 
da Waterfowl Refuge this year. 
"They have been feeding on the 
millet that we planted and flooded 
for them and they will be ready 
to move on to other feeding areas 
about the time the season opens," 
stated Bays. 

The season which was shortened 
this year will run from December 
6 to December 30. 


DUCK REGULATIONS — 


ooting hours on opening day 
of the dück season will begin at 
12:00 noon (standard time). All 
other days during the season shoot- 
ing times will be from sunrise to 
sunset. 

There is no open season on can- 
vasback and redhead ducks. The 
daily bag limit may not include 
more of the following species 
than: (a) 1 hooded merganser; (b) 
2 wood ducks and (c) 1 mallard or 
1 black duck. The possession limit 
may not include more than: (a) 
1 hooded merganser; (b) 2 wood 
ducks; and (c) 2 mallard or black 
ducks, singly or in the aggregate 
of: both kinds. 

In all States in the Flyway in 
addition to other bag and posses- 
sion limits, 2 additional scaup 
ducks are allowed in the daily bag 
limit and 4 additional scaup ducks 
are allowed in the possession limit.
